and received a bad cut on the left 
side of .his head a*-a result of falling 
down a 15 foot embankment. Thurs- 
day night, -when his wagon struck a' 
post standing at the side of the road 
tearing the wheel off. The accident 
happened on the Porteous Hill three 
miles south of Coshocton. 


Jennings had been to 
Coshocton 


and had a load of t.le on the wagon. 
He started home at about S o'clock- 
There is a culvert on the Porteus hill 
and on each side of the culvert is a 
wooden post. Jennings did not. see 
the post and drove too close to it 
striking it w.th the front wheel and 
as the wagon was going at a danger- 
ous rate of speed the wheel tore off 
letting the front part of the wagon 
down on the axle- 
Jennings was 


thrown out of the wagon and over the 
embankment, which at this place is 
about 15 feet deep and shooting dorm 
from the road at nearly right angles - 


A man named Steenrod and anoth- 


er man whose name cannot be learn- 
ed were butchering -a- beef not' far 
from the culvert and they heard the 
noise caused by the accident.' 


The two men rushed to-where they 


had heard the noise and saw the 
wrecked wagon but nothing of the 
driven- could be found. After search- 
ing the road for kuite a distance the 
men returned to the scene of the ac- 
cident and heard the groans of the 
injured man- 
They hurried to Tils 


side but were unable to- move him 
as his injuries were so extensive that 
the pain caused by any motion was 
unbearable The two rescuers secur- 
ed the nearest telephone and caned 
Drs. McCurdy and Nelffon. The man. 
was taken home where he was made 
as comfortable as possible, "but it is 
feared that the rnjcties will prove 
fatal. 


Jennings is married and lives on 


the Otsego road. 


Jennings was arrested early in the 


evening charged with intoxication and 
was released after giving bond.
